Ends, and catch ſtrangers as often as 
their husbands,no leſle ticed with the one 
then the other . 

29. Weare your Cloaths zeat;exceed. 
ing, rather then comming ſhort of others 
of like fortuneg a charge borne out by 
Acceptance where ever you come; There- 
fore, ſpare all other waies, rather then prove 
aefeFtive inthis . 

30, Never xy, but with ready money; 
and be drawne rather to fix where you 
find things Cheape and Good » then for 
Friendſhip or Acquaintance,who are apt 
to take it uokindly, if you will aotbe 
cheated : For if you get nothing elle, 
by going from one Shop to another, you 
ſhall gaine Experience .

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Pen u often as uſefull to defend you, as a 
Sword, by making 7J/-r:ting the witneſle 
of your Conrrats: For where Profit 
appears, it doth commonly cancell the 
Bands of Freindſhip, Religion, and the

all . 

39, In acafe of Importance, heare 
the Reaſons of Others pleaded, but be fure 
not to be be fo implicitely led by their 
jodgments , as to neglet a preater 
of your Owne: As Charles of England did, 
to the loſle of his Crowne . For 
as the ordinary Saying is, Count money 
after your Father, So the ſame Prudence 
adviſcth, to meaſure the Ends of all

40. Beware nevertheleſſe of thinking 
your felfe Wiſer orGreater then you are. 
Pride brake the Angels in Heaven, and 
ſpoiles all Heads we find crackt here; 
for ſuch as obſerve thole in Bedlam, 
ſhall perceive their Fancies to beat 
moſt upon miſtakes in Honour, or 
Love.

and Pride:and unable ro beare the weight 
of to much of our Reputation, as Relipis 
on and Cuſtome bath loaded them with- 
all:rhat an unballaſted Behaviour, with- 
out other Leakage, is ſuthcient to caſt 
away an Husbands Eſteem: Neither doth 
the penalty of a Light Repoye laid on rhe 
A4other, conclude there, but d;ffuſeth it 
ſelfe,like a Leprofie , over Poſteritre, be- 
172 uncapable of any other care, than 
length of time can deduce out of forget- 
fuineſle. 

8. It were ſomething yet» if Marriage 
could a»ſwer the expefation of all ſhe 
boaſts the cure of , in the large Biil, our 
Mountebank-Teachers proclaime in eve- 
ry ſtrect, which , upon triall, ſhe often 
comes 
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comes fo farre ſhort of,as to ſatisfie none; 
But rather aggravates the (ins of Solitude, 
making (imple Fornication to ſprout into 
Aawzlterie. And if it happen that your 
Wife be impotent or infefted ( a5 not a few 
are)with one or more of coſe loathiome 
Diſeaſes incident to weake feminine na- 
eure, which render her noſociable , you 
are poſted off, both by Lawyers and Dis 
vines, to the famepatierce, ] doe here 
more opportunely propoſe, before you 
are fallen under ſo miſchievous and ex- 
penſive a ConjunRion. 

9.1f none of my Perſwaſion,nor others 
wofull Experience, daily met with in che 
world, can deterre you from Yoking 
your ſelfe to anothers deſires, make not 
a celebrated Beautie the objet of your 
Choice; unlefſe you are ambitious of 
rendring your houſe as populons as a 
Confe&ion?rs Shop; to which the gaudic 
Waſps , no lefſe than the liquoriſh Flies, 
m3:eit their buſineſſe to reſort, 1n hope 
of obtaining a lick at your Honey-por, 
which though bound up with the ſtrons- 
eſt obligations or reſolutions, and ſealed 
by never ſo many proteſtations, yet 
feminine 
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feminine veſleils are obnoxious to fo 
many frailties, as they can hardly 
beare,withourt breaking, the Pride and 
Concent they naturally take in ſeeing 
themſelves adored ; Neither can you, 
according to the /ooſe cxſtome of Eng- 
land,decently reſtraine Her from this 
Concourle, without making demonſtra- 
rion of Jealouſy rowards her (by which 
you confeſle your ſelfe a Cuckold in 
your owne imagination aiready ) or 
Incivility to ſuch ascome to viſit you; 
though it may be ſtrongly preſumed, 
Your-ſake hath the leaſt ſhare in this 
Ceremony ; however tied in manners 
to attend with patience, till his z/0- 
ſvip, perhaps his Zora/hip, hath pumped 
his wittdry, haviog no more Comple.

by Storme, is fairely ſent home with 
Bag and Bapgagesbeing only plundered 
of what you are not likely to miſe; 
And finding it unſaie to complaine, 
returnes 3gaine upon her parole, or fo 
ofren as her new Governour pleaſeth 
ro ſummon her; ſheltering che Faule 
under Cuſtome,your unavoidable Fate, 
or perhaps Providence (which for their 
excuſe , ſome are wicked enough to 
pleade } till her Forehead be as much 
hardened with Impudence, as yours is 
by Reproaches &c: And yet he is the 
happier owner, who hath a Wife 
wiſe enough to conceale the reall 
Hornes of her hosband, than ſhe, thar 
being innocent, doth by her light car- 
rizge make the baſe ſymptomes appeare 
in the world's opinion: Oh remember 
this, when you are about to forget the 
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Pleaſure and Safety, only to be found 
in a Single Life. 

10. If you conſider Beawty alone, 
quite diſcharged from ſuch Debentar's 
a: ſhe owes to the Arts of Tire-women, 
T ay:ors, Shimakers, and perhaps Pain- 
tersz Vou Will tind the Remaines ſo 
inconſiderable,as ſcarce to deſerve your 
preſent thoughts, much leſſero be made 
the price of your perpetuall Slavery. 
Be not then led, like a Child, by theſe 
caudy Buttersflycs,amonglt the bryars 
& nectles of the world; ſince obtained, 
a l:tele time and uſe will weare off their 
fading colours, leaving nothing in your 
poſſeſſion but a bald drowſy Moth;

himſelfe, or deale his bread and cloths 
co the Spurious Iſſue of a Stranger; a 
thraldome, no wife man would ſell 
himſelfe to for the faireſt Inheritance, 
muci1 leflſe for trouble, vexation and 
want during Life. Whence it may be 
ſtrongly preſumed , that the hand of 
Policy firſt hung this Padlock upon the 
libercy of men; and airer Cuſtome had 
loſt the Key, the Church, according 
ro her wonted Subtility, crooke upon 
her to protec it; delicering in her 
Charge to the people, that fngle ped- 
lock was by divine Right, making the 
contrary, in diverſe places, Death; and 
where ſhe proceeded with the greateſt 
moderation, Excommunication: con- 
demniog thereby (beſides four fift parts 
of the world) the hoiy Patriarchs,who 
among their ſo frequent Dialogues 
held with their Maker, were never re- 
D 2 proved 
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proved for multiplying Fives and 
Concubines, reckoned to David as a 
Bleſſing, & to Solcmon for a marke 
of Magnificence, Neverthelefſe the 
wily Prieſts are {0 tender of their owne 
Conveniencics, as to forbid all ar 
riageto themſelves, upon as heavy a 
puniſhment,as they doe Polygamy un- 
ro others: Now if nothing capable of 
the name of Felicity was ever » by men 
or Angels, found to be denyed to the 
Prieſthood, may not Marriage be 
firongly ſuſpected to be by them 
thought our of that liſt? chovgh ro 
render it moreglib to the wider fwal- 
low of the long-abuſed Laity » they 
have guilt it with the glorious Epithite 
oia Sacrament ; Which yet they loath 
to clog their owne ſtomachs with- 
ail, 

12. However the patient ſubmiſſion 
to the Inſticution of Marriage is the 
more to be wondred at, finvce Mas 
and FYVoman not being allowed of e- 
quall ſtrength , are yer ſo farre prevai- 
led upon by Policy, as quietly to ſub= 
mit themſelves to one Zeke. 

13. For 
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13. For there is not any other con» 
Ntraint to this ComjunZion, but what 
reſults from underſtandings ſo mufted 
for the preſent, that they cannot diſs

care in Marriage, ſhall infuſe ſo much 
gall into your cup, as will be able to

(lighted, if they command not all ; 
whereas better Educations are apter to 
confeſle an Obligation,than thoſe baſe- 
ly borne.

3. Owne the Power, but not the 
Faults of the Magiſtrate; nor make 
Law, aſſigned for a buckler to defend 
your felfe, a ſword to hurt others;leaſt 
partiality ſhould allure you to paſle 
the ſentence of Approbation upon 
any 
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any thing unwarrantable in its owne 
nature. Neither let any Formalities 
uſed at a mimicallTribunallas rhat was 
ſetup in the caſe of XN aboth) perſwade 
you to more then a paſſive compli- 
ance; fince ſuch may ſeeme to make 
greater, rather then diminiſh the wages 
of their iniquity, that ſeek to cover 
Rapine with a Gowne; which the 
Sword might patron:ze with more de- 
cency: And this obſerved, the people 
might cheaper receive all their Injury 
at the firſt hand, which theſe Retai» 
lers of wickedneſſe utter at more in- 
colerable rates: The reſult of all is, 
Ahab might better have committed 
murther ſingle, then render ſo many 
acceſſary, under the formall pretence 
of a Religious Faſt, &c. 

9. Before you fix, conſult all the Obe 
jeRions, Diſcretion is able to make; But 
once reſolved,deſert not yourParty upon 
every Acceſſe of a Feaver, as many mes 
lancholy ſpirits did,theſe warres; who, 
by their often and unſeaſonable (lice 
tings, wore themſelves ſo out on both 


lides, as they were not worth owning, 
when 
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when ſi:cceſſe undertook for them, that 
they did turne incarneſt: Irreſolutioo, 
rendering pardon more d:ſficult from 
either FaRion, than it could have pro- 
ved,had they remained conſtant toany, 
Deveſting themſelves of the enſignes of 
Fidelity, looked vpon by all with the 
eyes of pity, and doe often meet with 
Honour,ſeldome faile of Forgiveneſſe, 
from a Nobie enemy, who cannot but 
befriend Vertue,though he hath found 
itin armes againſt him. Yer if you per- 
ceive the Poſt you have contraRed, to 
totter, though vrdermining Treache- 
ry or weakneſſe,you may purchaſeyour 
preſervation by all honeſt endeavours; 
For he that prolongs his life by the for- 
feiture of a Truſt he has undertaken, 
husbands ir worſe, then if he buried ir 
in the field of Honour-Traitors in all a* 
ves being equally deteſted on both fids, 

13. Submit quictly to avy power Pro- 
vidence ſhall pleaſe to mount into the 
faddle of Soveraignty,without enqui 
ring into theirRight for Conſcience ſake, 
or their Births, in relationto Honour: 
Remembring,that not only David,but 
the 
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the moſt famous for ſucceſle, did not 
only cut off others Lines, but were na- 
turall ſhepheards under the Cope of 
Heaven, before they attained to be me- 
taphorically ſo under the Canopy of 
the Chaire of State; which once poſs 
ſeſſed,clarifies the preſent Incumbent's 
Title from the greateſt imputations in* 
cident to Birth or Proceeding, And the 
many-headed Beaſt, the Maltitude, is 
ſeldome more, ſometimes leſſe gall'd 
and vexed by the new, then the old 
Saddle or Ridders; who, out of their 
greater experience of her Þbrutiſh pati- 
ence, are more apt to load her with the 
trappings of power, & the furniture ſu- 
table to aThrone;whoſelnventoryPride 
increaſeth proportionable to continu- 
ance, and the preſumption they have 
of theirowne ability to xeep the people 
from attempting their Remove. This 
may render it indifferent to a wiſe man, 
what card is Tromp;whoſe game may 
poſſibly prove as faire under Clubs, as 
Diamonds;neither ought heto be trous 
bled, whether hisFerters conſiſt ofMany 
linkes,or but One, ”

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per Authority exaQs an Acknow- 


ment from you, give it with all readi- 
neſſe:It being the higheſt Frenzy, to 
diſpute your Innocency with thoſe who 
are able to convert the greateſt into a 
fault:For, if it be no diſhonour to ſub- 
mit to Theeves, if fallen into their 
Hands, Let not the example of a few 
fooles (who, like Lice, thrive no where 
ſo well as in a priſon) tempt you to op- 
poſe your felicity againſt theImperative 
Power, under which the diſpoſure of 
your perſon doth wholly remaine, and 

therefore madneſle to deny it words. 
12, | abhorre the Idolatry of the 
Heathen, yet cannot but mind you of 
their Humilicy,in adoring any thingtbe 
people ſer up, though but hewed out of 
the budy of an Oake , moſt auſpicious 
unto ſwine, & principally atter ſhaking 
by ſuch ſtormes asDevils arereportedto 
have raiſed: Therefore if you may ens 
joy the liberty of your owne Conſcis 
ence&Eſtare,queſtion not cheDeſertor 
Right of thoſe, under whom you doe it. 
13. Hethat ſuffers his conſcience to

ſtorians lick*t it off , 

14. Thinke it no diſparsgement to 
your birth or diſcretion, to give honour 
toFreſp Families,who cannot be denied 
to have aſcended by theſame ſteps, thoſe 
did,we ſtile A»tient; New being a terme 
only reſpeRing ns,not the world: For 
what is,was before us,and will be, when 
we are no more: Warre followes peace, 
& peace warreg3s ſummer doth winter, 
& foule weather faire; Neither are any 
ground more in this MillofViciflitudes, 
then ſuch obſtinare fooles as glory in the 
repute of State- Martyrs after they are 
dead; which concernes them leſle then 
what was faid 100 yeares before they 
were born: It being the greateſt odds, 
Their names ſhall not berepiſtred,or if 
they be, after death they are no more 
ſenſible of the honour, then Alexangers 
great horſe, or any beaſt elſe , his 
Maſters Indulgence,or theWriters, ar

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pleas'd ro record. Neither, in a ſtri4 
ſenſe,doe they deſerve this honour,for 
being able to date their poſſeſſions fio 
before the Congueft, (ince if any be due, 
it wholly belongs to them that were 
buried jn the ruines of their Countries 
Liberty, and not to ſuch as helped to 
make their graves,as inlikelyhood moſt 
did, whom the X\ ormans ſuffered to re« 
main. Therefore tis madneſle to place 
our felicity out of our owne reach, or 
to meaſureHonour or Repute by any c- 
therStandernd theu the opinion wecon- 
ceive of it our ſelves;it being unpoſſible 
to find a generall agrecent in any good 
or evill report; The Raigne of Queene 
Elizabeth being no leſle traduced, then

15. Bee not therefore licoriſh after 
Fame, ſound by experience tocarry a 
trumper, that doth for the moſt part 
congregate more enemies then 
friends. 

16. If you duely conſider the 
ancouſtancy of common Applauſe.& how 
many have had their Fame broken u pon 
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the ſame wheele that raiſed it , & puffed 
out by their breath that kindled che firſt 
report of it , you would be as little ele, 
vaced with the ſmiles , as dejeed by 
the frownes of this gaudy Goddeſs, for- 
med , like Venus , oat of no more ſolid 
matter , then the foame of the People ;

17. Oftentation of Birth , at notime 
decent, cannot in this be ſafe , wherein 
the very Foundations of Honoxy,are not 
only ſhaken, bur laid bare: Beſides many 
are ſo abuſed , in the ſound of their 
owne or their Father's Tiles , that by 
buſtling for the upper end, they often

18.Deſpiſe none for meaxenſs of Blood, 
yet doe not ordinarily make them your 
Companions, for debaſing your owne; 
unleſle yoa find them clarified by ex- - 
cellene Parts , or guilded by Fortune 
or Power: So/omoy having ſent the ſlug- 
gard to the Piſmire, to learne induſtry 
and to the /ivi»g Dog , rather _ wa 
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dead Lion , for ProteQion . 

19. It cannot be looked upon as an 
at of prudence, to doe more for another, 
then in reaſon may be expefted from him

aras I am oblig'd to it out of gratitude;

21. Ifit bedangerous to over-oblige 
a King,it is mortall in relation to a Free 
State; whoſe Inpratitude, no leſle then - 
Requitall, is divided among ſo Many, as 
they are ſcarce capable of ſhame or 
thanks ; Every Particular — 
what is generally thought amiſle : An 
all faults buried in his grave , that hath 
the fortune todie next. Therefore if poſ- 
ſible avoid ding ; yet,if compel'd, re- 
member it is deducible , both from the 
Hiſtory of the great Earle of Warwick , 
and Stanly, That a King may be as ſately 
deſtroyed , as preſerved : Aod for 
G 3 Com- 
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Common-wealths , they are in nothing 
more perfeR chen Ingratitude : Eicher 
Government finding it better husban- 
dry , topardon Encmies , then reward 
Friends. 

22. eA reconciled enemy is not ſafe- 
ly to be renffon yet if any, a Great oneg 
it being eaſter for ſuch to execute their 
malice, then conceale it.

For he that herds with the Congrega» 
tion, though in an Error, hath Obedience 
to ſtand by him, whereas a Truth in the 
other may be rendred more peccant , 
through a ſolitary obſtinacy : ſince it is 
ordinary with the holy Spirit,to regiſter 
ſuch Kings for Good , as had notquite 
expunged all markes of 1dolatry , 
though poſſibly in their power to have 
doneit, which a private perſon cannot 
but want, having nothing but Argu- 
ments to oppoſe, blunted through pres 
judice ariſing from a contrary pray 
ice. 

5. Deſpiſe not a profeſſion of Holizeſſe, 
becauſe it may be trae z But have a care 
how you truſt it, for feare it ſhould be 
falſe; The Coat of Chriſt being more in 
faſhion then his PraQice ; Many Pulpit 
men, like Phyſicians, forbidding their 
Patients that, you may ordinarily find on 
their own trenchers. 

6. Hypecriſy , though looked upon 
by the Church ( the ſpouſe of Chriſt ) 
as a gaudy ard painted Adultereſle, 4” 

H 
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if ſhe paſſech undiſcovered, the reſult 1s 
not ſo dangerous, as that of open Pro- 
faneneſſe : Therefore ſhun all occaſions 
of ſcardall, which commonly ariſe from 
arirke , whoſe followers have their lap- 
ſes ſcored on every wall, 

7. Criticiſmes and curious © ne- 
ſtiens tn Schoole Divinty may whet the 
Wit , butare detected for dulling the 
edpeof Faith , and were never famous 
for edification ; & though looked upon, 
in theſe laſt Centuries, as the right hand 
of Learnins, yet better cut off, then uſed, 
as they have long ſerved, for weapons of 
contention;Deviſed co puzzle the Laity, 
and render the Clerpy no leſfle neceſſary 
then honourable : VWho have worke 
enough cut out for them til] doomes 


day,to reſolve, Which is leaſt ſuitable to 


the Divine Eſſence , To have bonnd the 
hands of men or left them at liberty ? 
By which,a conſtraint muſt needs be pur 
upon Us, or our Maker, &c. 

8.1 can approve of none for 1Zagiſtes 
rial Divinity , butthat whichis found 
Aoting in the unqueſtioned Senſe of the 


Scriptures : Therefore when calt pon 2 *

Pl ace that ſeemes equaly inclined to dif- 
terent Opinions , I would adviſe, to 
count it,as Bowlers doe , for dead to the 
preſent underſtandins ; and not to tor= 
ture the Text by meaſuring of every 
n:city , but rather turne to one more 
plaine, referring to that all diſputes x 
without knocking one hard place againſt 
another , as they bave done (ince this 
Iron ape , ti'l an unquenchable fire of 
Contention is kindled , and ſo many 
jarring and uncertaine ſounds of Religi- 
on heard, as men ſtand amazed , not 
knowing which to follow , all preten- 
ding to be in the right, as if it were pol- 
lible , for Truth to contradi& her 
ſelfe. 

9. I grant the Socinians are not, at 
this time , unworthily looked upon, as 
the moſt Chymicall and Rationall part 
of our many Diviſions ; Yet going 
contrary to the antient Cazons of the 
Church , ( eſteemed in the Schoole 0! 
the Fathers, the beſt Grammar of a 
Chriſtians Creed) and wanting the prin» 
cipall Buttreſſles of Preſcription , Uni. 
verſality and Conſent, to uphold the 
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convenience , and juſtify the Truth of 
their Doarine, I cannot award them fo 
much approbation as they ſeeme in rea- 
ſon to plead for : Yetare ſo far con- 
fidz.nt, that if juſt proofe can be made of 
their adulterating the faith of Antiqui- 
ry,few profeſſions extant can juſtly take 
up the firſt ſtone againſt them; who upon 
a conſcientious ſcrutinie , may poſſibly 
appeare equally culpable : However , 
ſuch as call them efrians, doe not think 
they honour them with a former uni- 
verſal Conſent, Athanaſsus only excepe 
ted: And other leſſe probable Opinions 
may learn this candor and Charity from 
them,not to barre Heaven Gates againſt 
all Profeſſions but their owae ; or, like 
our Retailers of newLights, pull Paſſen- 
vers into their Preaching. houſes by the 
ſleeves , as if all wanted Religion but 
themſelves , 

10, And as the Socinian Dottrine 
appeares to acry, bigh and Mercuriall 
for ordinary Capacities ; whoſe under- 
ſtandings , are uſually conſumed , like 
7apiter's Miſtreſle, in the ſplendid com- 
metce of ſuch ſublime ſpeculations ; - 
ac 
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the Roman is to earthy and Saturnine, 
participating of the droſle of Merit, Ima- 
ges, Indulgences, &c, Which convin= 
ceth Her of ſo much worldly reſpeR, as 
ſhe ſtands condemned by all , but ſuch 
as are betray'd to herDevotion through 
Ignorance, Profit , or Honor on the one 
hand, or chained to her Ob:dience, by 
the iron Inquiſition on the other. 

11. Yet were not Pargatory,with the 
reſt of the Romiſh Goblins,obtruded as 
Articles of Faich , I ſhould be the leſle 
ſcandalized atthem;in hope, by accident, 
they might occaſion good: Finding hu- 
mane Nature (o childiſh, as to be ſooner 
ſcared, then perſwaded,out of che darke 
Enteries of Sinne ; the reall Rod not 
being ſo terrible , in the hand of the 
Magiſtrate » as theſe Phantaſmes, which 
Tradition and the Preiſts ſubtility bath 
formed in che peoples Braines. 

12. But in concluſion, you will find 
the Reformation moſt conformable to the 
duty we owe to God, & the Magiſtrate: 
ifnot roo flegmatick , in paſſing by de. 
cent Ceremonies ; or too cholerick and 
rigid,in obcruding upon weake and teny 
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der Conſciences» 

13. Andyetit was no unhappy ran- 
count erinhim that ſzid, A good Kelrgion 
mich: be compoſed ont of the Papiſts Cha- 
rity, the Prnritas's words andthe Protee 
farts Fiith : For where woke? are 
thought roo chargeable, outward pro» 
feſſten too cumberto me,the third renders 
it ſelte ſuſpeRed; The two firſt, being 
only paipable co tecſe and reaſon , ſtand 
firme hike arock ; whereas the other 
ſh:kes under the waight of every Phan- 

taly, as Percr did when he walk'd vpon 
the 5ea: lToſpeakEngliſh , In goed 
17ckes none can be deceived , but the 
doer, in valuing them too high ; - inthe 
two latter all bur God, who only knows 
the heart. 

14. T corſeſſethe I7ilrnaries are 
of fo joyfull a Creed, as I could be con- 
tent, it ſtood with the will of God, 1 
miSht herde with them;who , if nor ap- 
proved , ] dee not find condemned by 
any Councell, at leaſt for the firſt 300 


veares. 


15,ÞBut tor the vagabond Schiſmatichs 


he is fo fiery , as he cannot laſt long un» 
conſumed, 
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conſumed , being ready upon the leaſt 
advantage to melt all into Sedition , not 
ſparing to burne the fingers of Govern- 
ment . longer then they ſhower down 
Othces and Preferments upon him ; 
whining for a SanAity here , God nie» 
ver yet crufied out of Heaven : There 
fore uncapable of quiet , butunder a 
ſevere Reſtraint , or an abſolute Libers 
ty. 

16, And our new Levelling Opinions, 
though they ſeeme to tranſcribe their 
Authority, from the no leſſe inimitable 
then miracuious practiſe of the Primi» 
tive times, ſtand (if caken at the fartheſt 
extent )in ſo diametricall an Oppoſition 
to all humane felicity , as not likely to 
proceed from the Lord of Order ; Be- 
ing if Lights, in ſuch darke Lanthornes , 
as rob humane Society of all reward, & 
conſequently, endeavour of deſert: Yet 
the Owners, though unconſtant in their 
new wayes , pronounce it dammable to 
keep the old. : 

17, It is obſervable inthe preſent hy- 
mour , that thoſe who carry an Impreſſe 


of the wildeſt errors have a ſafer Paſport 
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to travell by,and a neerer ſtep of Prefer» 
ment, then ſuch as retaine the Tenents , 
our Fathers kept in groſſe during the 
ftames of ancient Perſecutions , and 
by retaile under the modernzmaking the 
honor of that doQtrine ſcandalons, for 
which our Anceſtors were not aſhamed 
co die;who are by this redered the worſt 
of Murderers, as having,' through 
Obſtinacy , been guilty of their owne 
Death. 

18. Will not ſuch proceedings incline 
to Anarchy; & that prooving loathſome 
ro all , make roome for the old or ſome 
more acceptable Familie, if not for Con- 
queſt by a forreine Nation ? Becauſe 
people lying uneaſily , are apt to ſuch 
tumblings and changes , as cannot bur 
at laſt bring them under a Power, ſtrong 
enough to conſtrain, or cunning enough 
ro perſwade them, with a pretence of 
holineſſe & righteouſneſſe,to a mutuall 
compliance , 1n relation to a change of 
Government: Of the firſt there are mul- 
titudes of Examples,throughout all pro» 
fane Hiſtories ; of the latter few but 
Sacred , where the Jewes under Moſes 
being 
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being led by the miraculous hand of 
God,are not capable to be comprized 
under the erring Axioms of humane 
Policy. As for JAahumet he tolled on 
his untutored rable,by mixing Profit 8 
Rapine with his Religion, which he lefc 
uncertain;grounding his precepts upon 
ſucceſle, ever owned as dropped upon 
them out of Heaven, making himſelfe 
ſtill confident of the event, which Ican- 
not undertake;therefore unable, in theſe 
aporetick times, to give you better 
Counſell, then to keep your compliance 
ſo /ooſe, as it poſſible, you may fix it to 
the beſt advantage of your profit & ho- 
nour. 

19, Nevertheleſſe though a high, pal- 
pable & externall Zele is taken, by the 
preſent Ape, as a marke of Confidence, 
yet I cannot looke upon it with ſach 
affeion, becauſe ſcru'd up to theſe al- 
titudes in many,by the wooden pinnes 
of worldly reſpe&s; Not likely to hold 
longer in tune, then a harmony can be 
made amongſt all Parties, now poſhbly 
at odds, or under a jealous AſpeR: 
Therefore I adviſe you,to put no _ 
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0:it onthen with aecency you may de- 
velt in caſe the faſhion ſho::1d alter,and 
the rich die the wars have diptit in, be 
rebb'd off,fince allCyſtomes riſe or fall 
proportionable, to the exchige they 
make for the Pretermentsin the State; 
to which in diſcretion you are voundto 
ſute your Obcdience though not your 
Conlcience: Far i would have my Per- 
iwaſions underſtogd to r.ach only to 
what is conſonant to Religion; which 
doth not bind you to choake your for- 
tunes with theCriticiſmes of ſuchPoſtil* 
lers of the Ace,as value their Interpre- 
rations 07 Scripture above liberty or 
L'te, And by this overweening,oneCen- 
tary makes Mariyrs of thoſe the prece- 
dent thought Hereticks, and ſuch Liz 
berators of their Countrey, as were 
formerly held Traitors. 

20. Keep then your Conſcience tender, 
but not ſo raw a» to winch and kick at 
all you uncerſtand not, Nor let it baffle 
your wit out of the bounds of Diſcrett- 
072,25 ſuch doe that ſuffer themſelves to 
be moped by it:To prevent which,keep 
Rea/oz alwaies in your eye;whoſe light 
ought never to be loſt in any worldly 
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ation, and but eclipſed in what relates 
co Heaven: The Tribunall of con/crence 
being erected in our Soule, to dere& 
our miſcarriages,not to betray our wel. 
being, and therefore ſubordinate not 
only to a ſuperlative Authority, bucalſo 
to our owne honeſt, ſafe and wholſome 
conveniences. Neither is { on{ctence ſel; 
dome miſled by Education. Cuſtome 
& the falſe repreſentations of Teachers, 
who benighted in the dark Intereſts of 
Covetovſineſſe and Ambition, ſeeke ro 
lodge others under the roofe of ſuch 
Inſtitutes as they believe not theme 
ſelves, yet employ all their Art, Suthci- 
ency and Endeavour, to make them 
paſſe for authentick &the pure mind of 
God, Like Juglers,that beguile our ſen- 
ſes, with what is not, to have the better 
opportunity to pick our pockets ot 
what is really uſefull ro themſelves: For 
as the more ſubtile wind, got into the 
narrow and delicate parts of our body, 
is able to aQ the Stone, Gaut,and other 
moſtacutediſeaſes,not really preſent:So 
dothSzperſtition repreſent in this chan» 


geable & concave glaſſe, of a ſuborned 
( onſcience, 
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Conſcience, thinges for finfull, that are 
indeed bur naturall and indifferent, and 
other pious , that are really yain & de« 
ſtruive: The proſecution of which 
leads readily to Atheiſme,or an over bi- 
aſſed Holineſſe, which perſecutes all 
that carry the impreſle of any contrary 
Tenents. 

21. Fly that ſelfe-murdering Tyrant 
Obſtinacy:who, like our Witches, is not 
ſeldome found to pamper the Impes of 
Hereſy with her owne blood: being not 
only now, but from all Antiquity, able 
to bring clouds of witneſſes to the ſtake 
for the proofe of the wildeſt Opinions; 
And,iflam not much miſtaken, from 
the reverberation of her hear,the flames 
of the antient Perſecutions, as well as 
thoſe that followed, were at leaſt ins 
creaſed, if not kindled. 

22. Asit ts manifeſt that moſt Priys 
ces & men inpower (the not unlikelieſt 
fo know truth, becauſe it is ſuſpeed 
they did at firſt diſguiſe it) make no 
more account of Re/;gion,the the Profit 
and Conveniency, it brings, is able to 
coempenſe;So the unbiaſed Rable,if once 
emancipated 
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emancipated out of the fetters, their 


nd former Creed confined them to, value

; theChurch as they doe the old Coynes 


they digge up, which they cake for 
Counters, becauſe they find them ſub- 
ze& to ruſt, and are not able, by reaſon 
of their Roman Inſcriptions (the Cha- 
ratter of theBeaſt,which opinion rather 
then judgment imagines them branded 
withall)to make them paſſe in the ſtri& 
commerce of theſe intoxicated times: 
whereby they exchange that for baſer 
metall,which in it ſelfe perhaps is pure 
Gold, only attached uohappily by the 
Cankers and Corruption of ape, eaſier 
ſ-oured off,then melted . 

23. But if St Peter*s pretended ſuc- 
ceſfor,the Pope, be found guilty of ſuch 
erroneousmiſtakes,it canot beſo much 
a Solceciſme in Reaſon, with our Seekers 
to place St Thomas inthe Chair ; belie- 
ving, like him,no more, then [yes patent 
to humane underſtanding, which is as 
much as can decently be impoſed upon 
a new believer, without a Miracle, Rea- 
[on _ all theTouchſtone beſides left 
in our hands, to diſtinguiſh this __ 
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from the droſle,they pretend our Relis 
gion hath contraCted. The Scripture 2- 
lone ſeeming unable by reaſon of her 
divers Readings, & & the ſeverall ſounds, 
variety of Expoſitions have put upon ir, 
co decide alldifferences;Befides the long 
aboad ſhe hath made at Rome ( where 
who knowes whether or no,or how far, 
that B:ſhop hath pur in his foot?) may 
render her,in ſome opinions, ſulpeRed, 
as participating of the likeCorruptions, 
we fee manifeſted in Tranſlations : 
So as it may poſſibly be wiſhed, Lear. 
ning had never taken her out of the 
hands of 7raaition; where for many 
yeares ſhe remained with more quiet, 
thea ever ſhe enjoyed lince ſhe grew 
domeſticali with all ſorts of underſtan- 
d:ings,who have been connivedatby the 
ſtate (how prudently I dare not deter- 
mine(whilſt chey cut her more ſhort,or 
extend her longer, 25s beſt fitted their 
ends and occaſions. Now if Faith be not 
allowed to be taken imp.icitly from the 
Authority of any Church; A freedome 
of choiſe, by conſequence, willreſult to 
a!l,by whichSalvation muſt be wrought 
Ou: 
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out: And in this wilderneſfle of conten- 
tion we have no better gnide to follow 
then Reaſcz,, found the ſame for many 
thouſands of yeares,thouch Beliefehath 
been obſerved to vary every Age. And 
fince {o conſiderable a falſhood is 
thoughtco be diſcovered by ourGover. 
nours,in the Clergy's Tenet, for the 1,» 
punity of Kinges; why may not their 
poore SubjeAs,be unſatisfied, about the 
Place, they ſhall receive their owne 
Reward or Puniſhment in, after this 
Life, or what elſe may befall theſe 
duſty Bodies of our's? Yet I ſay cot this 
to diminiſh your Faich, but to encreaſe 
your Charity towards texder Confciex- 
ces,who may pretend cauſe enough to 
doubt; Though my ſingle Judgment is 
ſtil ready to determine for Antiquity, 
24. Reverence Antiquity;but conclude 
it not infallible; yer I ſhould take her 
word ſooner inDivinicy,then any other 
Learnins; becauſe That is cleareſt at the 
beginning,allSrudies elſe more muddy, 
receiving clarification,fromexperience. 
25. Alltruth tamiliar unto mortals 
is only legible by the eye of Reajor; 
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Sers now to fleſh, and ever too high 
elevated for the perpetuall commerce 


of ſuch weake Creatures, who may 


ſometimes enjoya glimmering of them, 
as the Northecne inhabicants do of the 
Sun in winter , not permanent longer 
then they are able to fan away the 
darke Clouds of infidelity, which dims 
their Light upon the abſence of the Ex 
tafie:W hereas Reaſon paſſeth in an uni- 
verſall commerce,being ofan unqueſti- 
on'd allay,and therefore likelieſt to be 
the Oracle of the everliving God; faid 
by Solomon,to have /quar'd the barres of 
the Earth by her rule,and ſo,not impro- 
bably ſuppoſed to have meaſar'd out 
the way to heaven by her Line.St Pant 
allowes the notice of Gods univerſall 
goodneſle, for a ſufficient evidence to 
convince the diſobedient Heathen; and 
may not the ſame as well fave the 

faithfull obſervers of the purer Law of 
Nature? ſhall rhe righteousJudge of all 

things be found with two weights, one 

to ſave,another to damne by ? Reaſon 
only commands beliefe , all things elſe 
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begge it , ſo farre as the moſt ſtupen- 
dious CMiracles that ever were, cannot 
confute , though 'tis poſſible they may 
flence itfor a time: But Belrefe changeth; 
and impairing or mending imply'sa wea- 
ring out, imperfeftions Reaſon is unca- 
pable of , remaining the ſame for ever, 
as the moſt faithfull guide to our Mas 
ker. 

26. It isnoleſſeworth your obſer- 
yance then admiration , that the wilder 
Indians and other people by us tiled 
Barbarous,are yet more ſtrangers to the 
unſociable (innes of Improbity , Cove- 
touſneſſe , &c. then ſuch as pretend to 
advance their Converſion;Of which this 
may be a reaſon , that whileſt they re- 
maine conſtant to the pure DiQates of 
Nature, they imegine no Meditation to 
ſecure their hopes, or ſcreen their feares, 
conceived to depend on another life, but 
their owne Endeavours ; which might 
Sive Paul an occaſion , to pronounce 
them a law to themſelves ; and therefore . 
poſſibly within the compaſle of God's 
ſecret grace,it being our Saviours owne 
Confeſſion to him that had kept the 
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Commandments , that nothing wanted 
but the ſale of his Propriety ; a terme 
theſe underſtand not, having all in Com- 
mon;and if the laſt part be looked upon 
aS omitted , I would faine know , who 
 followes his maſter beſt, He that comes 
loaden with what he is able, and goes as 
farre as he can with him ; or elſe he that 
hath loſt it all,or is lazy and lies downe 
by the way: Acceptance being a far eaſier 
orant , then Pardon? 

27. Religions doe not.naturally a:ffer 
ſo much in TI » 4s fiery and un- 
charitable men pretend : who doe not 
ſeldome perſecute thoſe of their owa 
Creed, becauſe they profeſſe it in other 
Termes:Then doe not only aſke thy con- 
ſcience, what is Truth , but give her full 
Jeaſure to reſolve thee; For he that goes 
out of the way with her conſent, is like- 
lier to find reſt, then he that plods on 
withont taking her DireRions. 

28. Therefore do nothing againſt the 
counſell of this guide , though ſheis 
obſcrved in the world to render her ow- 
ners obnoxious to the injury & deceipt 
of all chat converſe without her: Ne- 
thing 
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thing being more hard and chargeable eo 
keepe,then a good conſcience, 


29. Let no ſeeming opportunity pre* 
vaile ſo farreupon your car;o/ity, asto 
entice you to an s»/pettion into your 
future Fortune , ſince ſuch Inguiſitive- 
eſſe,was never anſwered with good ſuc- 
ceſſe. The world, like a Lottery,affor- 
ding multitudes of Croſſes, for one 
Prize, which reduced all into a Summe 
maſt, by a neceſſary conſequence , 
render the remainde: of life tedious , in 
remNving preſent Felicities, to make 
roome for the contemplation of future 
Miſeries . 

30.Doe not preengage Hope or Feare, 
by a tedious expeftarion , which may 
teſſen the pleaſure ofthe firſt , yet cane 
not but aggravate the weight of the lats 
ter, whoſe arrivall is commonly with a 
leſſe craine of inconveniences, then this 
her harbinger ſtrives to take up roome 
for, evill Fortune being 0 leſſe 10c0n= 
ſtant,then good ; Therefore render not 
thy ſelfe giddy , by poring on Deſpaire 
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nor wanton with the contemplation of 
nope. 

31 . Stamp not the Impreſle of a 4;- 
-:ne vengeance upon the Death or Miſ- 
fortunes of others, though never ſo proe 
digious;for feare of penning a Satyre a- 
gainſt your ſelfe, in caſe you ſhould fall 
under the ſame Chance : Many things 
being taken up for dropped out of an 
immediate celeſtiall Hand, chat fell from 
no "__ pitch , then where God in his 
providence hath placed ſuch Events as 
wiite upon 8!l et:mes and occaſions ; 
which Frayers and Prudence are not 
able alwaics to ſhroud you from; Since 
_ vpon fſtrit inquiry it may appeare , 
that in relation to this world, the Godly 
have as little canſe to bragge,as the Wicks 
ed to complaine. . 

32. Le noteaſily drawn to lay the 
toule imputation of Witch-craft upon a- 
ny, much leſle to aſſiſt ac their Condem» 
vation,to0 common among us; For Who 
2 ſwſſicient for theſe things ? ſince we are 
aS ignorant in the Renevolences , as 
Malgnities of Nature « CMadmen pres 
ſentiog 
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ſenting in cheir melancholy Extaſies, as 
prodigious confeſſions and geſtures, 2s 
are objected to theſe no leſle infatuated 
People. And if this humour hath ſo fac 
prevailed with ſome, as to take them- 
ſelves for Urinals, Wolves, & what nor; 
Can'it ſeem impoſlibleforthoſe invaded 
by all the cauſes of diſcontent, to ima» 
ine themſelves Authors of what they 
never did?Moſt of theſe ſtrange Mira- 
cles they ſuppoſe, being hatch'd by the 
heat of Imagination, or ſnach't out of 
the huge maſſe of contingences> ſuch a 
multitude of Individuals as the world 
produceth, cannot chooſe but Ntumble 
upon:Neither may it be admitted, with 
due reverence to the divine Nature, 
That Prophecy ſhould ceaſe, &W1itches [0 
«bound, as ſeemes by their frequent Exe 
ecutions, which makes me think the 
ſtrongeſt Faſcination is incircled within 
the 5g»orance of the Judges, malice of 
the Witneſſes, or fxpidity of the poore 
Parties accuſed. 

33.Be nor therefore haſty to regiſter 
all you underſtand not in the _ 
lender 
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lender of Hell , as {ome have done the 


Weapon- ſalve : paſſing by the cure of the 
Kings evill altogether as improbable to 
ſenſe : Neitherra/>ly condemne all you 
meet with that contradias the common 
received opinion , leaſt you ſhould re- 
maine a foole upon record , as the Pope 
doth, that anathematized the Biſhop of 
Saltzbnrge, for maintaining eAnripodes; 
and the Conſiſtory , that may poſlibly 
attaine the fame honour, for decreeing 
againſt the probable opinion of the 
Farth's Aotion : Since the branding of 
one 7th imports more diſrepute,then 
the broaching of ten Errors: Thele being 
only lapſes in the ſearch of new reaſon, 
without which there can be no addition 
ro knowledge: That, a murdering of it, 
when by others greater wit and induſtry 
it is begotten: not to be accounted leſle 
then an unpardonable (in againſt the 
Spirit of Learning, Therefore ming/c 
Charity with Judgment , and temper
